WHERE ARE NEW TAXES TO COME? 


Continued 
pressure 
on 
the 
Federal Government to increase 
e x p e n d itu re s could result in a 
Federal tax burden of $7(1 billion 
or more annually within the next 
IO years unless the public puts 
a bridle on them. This is the 
conclusion of the Council of State 
Chambers of Commerce. Here are 
some of the facts assembled by 
Abe 
Council’s 
research 
team 
Which lead to that conclusion: 
t Scores of new hederal spending 
measures are now being urged 
Upon Congress, lf passed, *hey 
could add as much as $25 billion 
eventually to the nation’s annual 
lax burden. 
The President’s 1951 Federal 
Budget Message calls for a total 
expenditure next year of more 
than 
$45 billion, including $3 
billion for social security pro­ 
gram s financed by payroll taxes. 
Hut that’s just the beginning. 
The proposed budget contains 
almost $1 billion ($956 million to 
be exact) 
to initiate 34 
new 
F e d e r a l 
spending 
programs. 
•Many of these would carry on in­ 
definitely and grow much larger. 
It is estimated that they would 
eventually add $4 billion a year 
to present Federal tax burdens. 
Then there are the President’s 
proposals for expanded 
Social 
Security benefits and for a Na­ 
tional H e a lth Insurance system, 
often referred to as “socialized 
medicine.” Financed by payroll 
taxes, they would require an esti­ 
mated outlay of $13 billion an­ 
nually when fully under way. And 
the cost would increase with the 
passing years. 
Congressional approval is be­ 
ing urged for the Brannan I arm 
subsidy plan. Promoters of thm 
plan have offered no estimates of 
cts probable cost. A conservative 
estim ate by several authorities 
places it at $5 or $6 billion a 
year. 


Legislation authorizing nearly 
$2 billion in new public works 
projects has just been approved 
by both houses of Congress. This 
expenditure is to be spread over a 
period of years. Congress also 
has before it more than 300 bills 
providing for a wide variety of 
new 
Federal 
grants-in-aid 
to 
States and local governments, lf 
all the programs covered in these 
bills were to win approval, they 
would eventually add over $6 
billion a year to the Federal 
spending budget. 
Meanwhile Uncle 
Sam finds 
himself with insufficient tax rev­ 
enues even to balance his 1950 
and 1951 budgets. Latest Budget 
Bureau estimates indicate a $5% 
billion deficit this year and an­ 
other of equal size next year. 
This, of course, unless Congress 
makes substantial cuts in ap­ 
propriations. 
Where, then, would the Federal 
Establishment obtain the addi­ 
tional taxes needed to support a 
70-billion-dollar-a-yeav 
spending

Austin, June 7. — An unusual 
number of 1950 boating fatalities 
has prompted safety experts to 
appeal to fishermen and other 
aquatic devotees for greater cau­ 
tion. 


The Executive Secretary of the 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commis­ 
sion said reports to Austin head­ 
quarters 
indicated 
that 
only 
greater 
safeguards 
will 
avert 
even more tragedies. 
The high rate of water fatali­ 
ties apparently is caused by a 
record surge of new boat opera­ 
tors to Texas waters. Several in­ 
dividual accidents have cost more 
than one life. One of the worst 
to date was the drowning of four 
persons when a boat overturned 
recently in Lake Worth. 
The Executive Secretary said 
reports from fieldmen indicated 
the high loss of life iB primarily 
due to overloading and to unfa­ 
miliarity with new motors now 
available for the first time in un­ 
limited variety and quantity. 
He explained that too many 
people are fooled by so-called 
generous seating space in a small 
boat and that the average 12-foot 
or 14-foot boat has a full load 
when it has three adults aboard. 
Life preservers should be stan­ 
dard equipment. They may come 
in the form of a buoyant cushion 
or life jacket. 
A paddle is in­ 
dispensable. 
Emphasis was made that pei - 
sons thrown into the water by an 
overturning boat should stay with 
the boat and resist the inevitable 


impulse to try to swim to shore.

New Chemicals Make 
Plants Insect-Proof 
Federal Entomologists 
In Experimental Study 
New chemicals that make plants 
toxic to insects for short periods 
are being tested by scientists of 
the U.S. department of agricul­ 
ture.

Beef Herd Decision 
Problem in Com Belt 


Whether or not to have a beef 
herd is a long-time decision for the 
corn belt farmer. 
Under average corn belt condi­ 
tions, a cow can be credited for 
a 450 pound calf at weaning time. 
For instance, if you had a 30-cow 
beef herd on a corn belt farm and 
a 90 per cent calf crop, you’d 
have 27 calves worth around $135 
each. Or, at 30 cents per pound, a 
gross income of about $3,800. If 
four replacement heifers were kept 
back, fhere’d be 23 calves worth 
$3,100 and four cull cows, worth 
about $1,000, to sell. 
There would be a gross income of 
$4,100 to cover the cost of main­ 
taining a her^ of 35 mature ani­ 
mals, Including 30 cows, four heif­ 
ers and one bull, or about $>17 
per animal per year. If you used 
the average value of cows and 
calves over the past 15 years as a 
yardstick, your gross income would 
be about half of $4,100.

HERE IS STORY 
DECATUR. ILI,. 
Thursday. April 28, 1949. 
(Editor’s note: The Associated 
Press is currently offering a se­ 
ries of articles on Illinois cities. 
Today’s article offered to all Illi­ 
nois Associated Press newspapers 
is on Decatur. 
It is published 
here for the interest of Decatur 
I residents.) 
Decatur, III., April 28 (A P).— 
Decatur is a conservative “goody- 
goody" industrial town. 
“A good place to work and live" 
is a phrase that runs through its 
constant 
interest 
in organized 
community betterment projects. 
Its public park system is the 
state’s largest in acres per thou­ 
sand people. 
Its tax-supported 
recreation department has a na­ 
tional reputation. 
It has a puritanical zeal for 
harassing 
organized 
gambling 
into furtive, shoe-string activities. 
A silk-stocking grand jury once 
indicted a mayor for “misfeas­ 
ance” — his crime was alleged 
failure to keep gamblers under 
constant pursuit. It demanded— 
and got—the resignation of a po­ 
lice chief who made the mistake 
of telling a newspaper reporter 
that prostitution could not be 
completely stopped, 
so 
prosti­ 
tutes would be required to regis­ 
ter at police headquarters. 
Its newspapers harp on the 
theme that illegal activities, no 
m atter how petty, cannot operate 
w ithout the permission of law en­ 
forcement officials—and permis­ 
sion implies that criminal ele­ 


ments have a stake in elections. 
Its radio station immodestly 
adopted the slogan “Tile soybean 
capital of the world" for the 
town. This because the founder 
of the leading industry, the A. 
E. Staley Mfg. Co., was a pio­ 
neer soybean processor and per­ 
suaded conservative Central Il­ 
linois corn farm ers to plant large 
soybean acreage by guaranteeing 
them $2 a bushel for their har­ 
vest. 
Decatur fears too-rapid indus­ 
trial growth. 
Its main indus­ 
tries have been home-owned and 
managed until recent years. The 
Staley success attracted other 
processors. The gray iron cast­ 
ing business has brought in a 
big out-of-town company or two 
through sales made by second 
generation owners. 
During the early years of the 
war, it was a war plant center, 
with two in-town plants—a tank 
engine plant built for capterpillar 
of Peoria, a Manhattan Project | 
plant (atomic bomb), and two | 
large shell-loading plants, later 
merged at nearby Illiopolis. Some 
of the e s ta b lis h e d industries 
switched &> war orders and ex­ 
panded. 
The new companies were re­ 
ceived icily by the established in­ 
dustries and by most of the com- j 
triunity. The town has believed 
that too much industry means 
slums, pressure for a “wide-open 
town,” and a tendency for crimi­ 
nal and racketeer infiltration into 
entertainment, unions, and poli­ 
tics. 
Decatur is the seat of Minikin 
University, an endowed college 
of some 1,300 students. Its hos­ 
pitals, Decatur and Macon, Coun­ 
ty (250 bed, privately endowed 
by small community gifts); St. 
Mary’s (200 bed, supported by 
the Catholis Sisters of St. Fran­ 
cis), and the tax-supported City 
Contagion and County Tubercu­ 
losis, are exceptionally good. 
There is no night life in the 
community except for part-time 
dinner music at the hotels and 
, taverns. Several efforts have been 
J made to open and maintain night 
spots in the nearby countryside. 


All these were closed by load 
option elections in townships.
